Has Escaped the Fine of 


000,000 by Court's Order 


iJACKSON, Tenn., Nov. 18.—In a 


. ruling which required just 20 minutes 
to read. Judge John E. McCall In the 
U. S. circuit 
court yesterday wrote 


finis to the efforts of rhe government 
to have assessed against the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana penalties ag- 
gregating in excess of 530,000,000. 


The rulings of the cuurt, instructing 


that a verdict of not guilty he re- 
turned, took place at the conclusion of. 
the chief case of the prosecution and 
in substance holds with the contentions 
of the defence that after four years 
the United States failed to build its 
structure of evidence oilier than on 
sand. 
The suit at issue was probably the 


inbst important litigation against one 
of the greater corporations ever fought 
out in the south. 
The Ellclns law re- 
garding interstate commerce was vio- 
lated, it wns alleged, by "scheme and 
device," the specific offence 
charged 


being the receipt of freight rato con- 
cessions. 
Judge MeCall in his ruling first re- 
views the indictment n negations. Next 
he tctfces up the testimony presented as 
tending to prove that the consignments 
•which formed the basis for tho suit 
were shipped on orders received from 
the Standard Oil company of Kentucky 
by the defendant company from its re-

B.ird to rates to be paid; that it was 
solely a business transaction between 
two corporations. TJpoa' ihls stain of 
facts, Judge McCnll recalls, he ruled 
early in the trial 
that tho Indiana 


company should not be Held accounta- 
ble for the shipments (?o far as tho 
transportation beyond Grand Junction 
was concerned. 


"The uncontradicted testimony pre- 


sented by the government." the ruling 
continues, "is that during the period 
covered by the indictmont there UBS a 
13-eent rate from Whiting to Grand 
Junction for points beyond and 
lliis 
rate was duly on file with the inter- 
state commerce commission and wa 
the legal rate. The testimony is uncon- 
tradicted that tho shipments covered 
by the Indictment were in carload lots 
from Whiting to Grand Junction 'for 
beyond' and that the defendant paid 
this rate." 


Quoting the response of T. M. Cros- 


land, an attache of the interstaterom- 
mcrcc commission at Washington, who 
was recalled as a witness by the pros- 
ecution 
yesterday, to interrogations 


by the court, Judge McCall points out 
ihat the witness held that 
the de- 


fendant company was authorized to 
use the 13-cent rate; that it was a 
legal rate and that 
if 
inquiry 
had 


been made o£ him by a shipper for the 
purpose of ascertaining- tho legal tar- 
iff ho would have quoted that rate. 
Not to Blame 


Tailing up the much discussed "blind 


billing," it is held by the court 
that 


"blind billing" was done by the car- 
rier and "that there is not one syllable 
of testimony tending to hho\v that the 
defendant company knew that tho car- 
rier was so blind billing 
the 
ship- 


ments. But If the defendant had known 
this fact, how could that 
affect 
its 


rights to avail Itself nf rhe 13-ccnl rate 
which \VUH Hied with 
the 
interstate 


commerce commission." 


As to the contention that the blind 


billing was an effort 
to conceal tho 
rate, .it is held that if -ivcn that wuru 
true, it would he an effort by tho rail- 
road company which could avail but 
little, because the tariff was regularly 
(lied with 
the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission. It is also held that tho 
allegations In 
tho 
indictment 
show 
the transportation 
from Evanavjlle. 


Inri., while the evidence showed that 
it moved from Whiting. 


Concluding, Judge BIcCall says, cit- 


ing the right of tho 
Krtat and 
the 


small to an eciual footinc before the 
courts; 
When tho courts swing away from 


this rule and those convicted of crime 
are convicted by other means, the jus- 
tice nf our boasted jurisprudence will 
soon become hollow mockery and tho 
judgments of-our courts will bo held 
in derision and contempt." 
• The formal charge to the jury sus- 
taining the motion of the defence and 
instructing a verdict of not guilty fol- 
lowed.

Before doctors or police could reach 
the scene one man tore this splinter 
from the body and ran away, carrying 
his trophy with the aviator's blood still 
dripping from its ends. 


The crowd tore away tho canvas 


from over the body and even fought 
for the gloves that had protected John- 
stone's hands. 


The machine fell 
on tho opposite 


side of the field from the grandstand, 
and there were but a few hundred 
near the spot, but physicians and police 
were rushed across as soon as possible.

dashed to death.

piny and Johnstone's body was taken 
out of the inclosure with the strains of 
a ragtime melody for a funeral march. 
Warned of the Hazard 


It would seem that many incidents 


happened during the meet to warn tho 
ill-fated aviator. Wednesday in alight- 
ing, Johnstone broke the left wing tip 
of his machine against a fence. 
It 


was the same tip that gave way yes- 
terday and caused his death. 


Yesterday when he started on 
his 


first night one of the wheels on which 
the aeroplane runs along' the ground 
gave way and hod to be replaced. 


In discussing his flights in this rare 


atmosphere 
Wednesday 
Johnstone 


said he would attempt "no tricks" here, 
for he considered it too dangerous' 
Evidently, however, he believed lie had 
solved the problems of this altitude 
when he departed from his determina- 
tion.

The nurses have done splendid work, not only in the actual care ot the sick, 
but in helping tired mothers and other wo'ru out housekeepers to overcome 
difficulties that seemed insurmountable.

pital guild gives some indication of what has been accomplished and what 
the possibilities are. The Locks and Canals company made no mistake in 
subscribing $1500 to help the good work along. 


DEFECTIVE VENTILATION 


Doctors and others bear testimony to the sad neglect of ventilation in 


.many of the homes of the poor. 
In cold weather especially this is very 


noticeable because some housekeepers endeavor lo keep up the heat with 
as little fuel as possible and think that by opening a window they run the 
risk of getting cold by admitting cold air. 


It would be well if doctors who visit such places emphasized the neces- 


sity of ventilation, or of pure air from some source. 
It frequently bap- 


pens that young children are allowed to remain in » stifling atmosphere dur- 
ing the entire day. 
There is no window open and the only relief comes 


from the occasional opening of a door leading to the outer air when the 
hot air rushes out and the cool air in. 


Such conditions bring on disease and cause children and older people 


to take cold more readily than they otherwise would. 
If the board of 


health sent inspectors through the city, especially in the congested districts, 
they would find this evil of bad ventilation more prevalent than is generally 
supposed, and they would find it also responsible for a great deal of the 
sickness that prevails in such localities.

CONTAGIOUS 
HOSPITAL 


The charity board has again brought up the mutter of a contagious 


hospital, and the necessity, of course, is as great as ever. 
It is stated by 


Dr. McCarty, chairman of the board, that a hundred and twenty acres of 


land are available as n site for such a hospital. 
That is a feature that 


should make the undertaking comparatively easy. 
It is difficult to secure 


land for such a purpose, and the fact, that the city has land admirably 


adapted for the location of a contagions hospital should induce the city 


government to make a beginning us soon as possible. 


Dr. ilcCnrly believes that (lie sum of $10,000 would be sufficient to 


make a satisfactory start. 
His idea is, Dial, a comparatively small build-

It will bo remembered that the mayor sent a communication to the city council a few 
days ago in which he explained the urgent need of the foot bridge, and he recommended that the bridge be built 
on the westerly side of the bridge now in course of cons truction. 
The communication was referred to the com- 


mittee on streets qnd since then the mayor has taken tho matter up with the superintendent of streets and the city 
i-ivil engineer. The mayor, as has already been stated, recommended thnt the bridge be built on the westerly side 
if the bridge now in process of building-, but Mr. Putnam and Mr. Bowers allowed that a path to suit tha Siime 
purpose conld be constructed on the opposite side at less cost. To build the path on tho easterly side meant that 
[he pedestrians would still have to go through the yard of the Bolt company, where, in bad weather, the walking is 
i-ery bad, indeed. Another objection to the path on the easterly side was contained in the fact that several steps 
of stairs would be necessary as an approach to th'j bridge. 
After talking the matter over with the mayor, the 


^iperintendent of streets decided that while it would i;os t a little more to build a bridge on the westerly side, (lie 
'xtra cost would be more than warranted by the extra convenience, and hence a foot bridge will be built ou the 
ivesterly side as demanded by the people of Wigginville.

In 1870, the attention of ^the^over- 


;p'ediency and necessity of establishing 
another institution at the city farm- 
hospital for the harmless and 
incur- 


ably insane.' .The average number ol 
Insane, persons belonging to. Lowell a1 
this time was about 50, or one to each 
thousand of' .population. 
About one- 


half of these were cared for 
In 
the 


almahouse. and the other half at the 
hospitals in Worcester, • Taunton anc 
Northampton. 
The .money 
annually 


paid out of the city treasury for the 
support of the Insane persons in the 
state lunatic hospitals would pay the 
interest ' on . the capital required to 
build a city hospital suitable to our lo- 
cal needs, and leave a liberal sum to 
defray the cost of its 
maintenance, 


notwithstanding one-half of our insane 
are already, supported at the city 
farm. 


The hospital for. the insane was con- 


tinued: until 1904. In 1900 the state 
legislature passed an act to provide for 
the care of the insane by the state 
board of insanity and to establish the 
state colony for the insane. This act 
went Into effect on the first day 
of 
January, 1904, and during that year all 
the insane were removed from the city 
Ihrispltal and the building 
has 
been 


used for general hospital purposes ever 
since. 


In July, 1851, the overseers of the 


poor adopted a code of rules for the 
government of the almshouse. Article 
7 reads as follows: "The master of the 
almshouse shall be chosen by the over- 
seers of the poor on or before the lirst 
Monday in March, annually; and he 
shall enter upon the discharge of.his 
duties on the first Monday of. the Apr.il 
following. 
He shall 
hive a salary 
which shall be in full for his services, 
and the services of the matron, to be 
fixed at the time of his election. Arid 
the said master shall also be master of 
the workhouse, and house for the em- 
ployment and Instruction 
of truants 


from school and for juvenile offend* 
ers." 


Article 19 reads as 
follows: "The 
master may be, at any time, removed 
by the same power by which 
he .is 


chosen/' On March 1, 1852, John Frye 
was elected the first superintendent 
and master of the almshouse at a sal- 
ary of J800 per year for "himself, wife 
and boy." 
Mr. Frye had been keeper 


of the. almshouse for several years 
prior to 1852. 


The overseers of the poor for 1852 


consisted of the following named mem- 
bers: Dr. EHsha Huntington, mayor; 
Aldermen North and Varney; -John C. 
Smith, ward .1; Milton Bonnoy, ward 
2; William Twltchell. ward 3; Holland 
Streeter, ward 4; Jonathan 
Kendall, 


ward 5, secretary; 
Leonard VV. Ja- 


quith, ward fi. 


The following year, 1853, Biekford 
Lang was elected superintendent. Mr. 
Lang was elected 
superintendent of 


the almshouse for eight 
consecutive 


years, 1853 to 1860, inclusive. 


April 2, I860, "Mr. .Lansr tendered his 
resignation as master of the almshouse 
to take effect May 1, 1860. At the same 
meeting Lorenzo Phelps 
was unani- 


mously elected .to succeed 
Mr. Lang. 


Mr. Phelps continued as master until 
1882. 
when he was succeeded by Col. 


Albert Finder. Mr. Finder was elected 
eleven consecutive .years—from 
1882 


until 1892, inclusive. He, in turn, was 
succeeded in 1893 by Cornnlius E. Col- 
lins, who continued in office until 1S96, 
when Col. Finder again t'ame in and 
remained in office until 1S98. Inclusive. 


In 1899 Moses Wyman was elected 


superintendent; . in 
1900 Robert 
V. 


Saunders succeeded Mr. \Vyman, but 
he died in December of 1900, before his 
full year expired. 


The following January Dr. Charles 


E. Dpnlon was elected -superintendent 
and continued in office uniil 1006. Un- 
der the new board of charities, which 
was created by nn act of the legisla- 
ture in 1905, and went into effect Jan. 
15. 1906, the overseers of the poor be- 
ing abolished by this act, Dr. Donlan 
was elected assistant superintendent. 
. Martin J. .Courtney was 
the 
first 
general superintendent elected by the 
board of charities in-1906, and he re- 
mained in office until 1909.

THE ANTI-SPITTING LAW 


The police of Boston have been instructed to make arrests in order to 


enfprce the anti-spitting law more effectively. 
They are to make a certain 


number of arrests each day, and have the parties brought into court, as 
object lessons to those who indulge in this habit. 
This no doubt will be 


the best method of bringing about more general respect for this law in the 
interest of public health. 
It is not unlikely that cities outside of Boston 


may have to resort to the same tactics in order to prevent geneia^disre- 
gard of the law's provisions in regard to spitting upon the sidewalks and 
other public places. 


DISTRICT NURSINJ3 


, 
District nursing as.it has been conducted by a committee headed by 


Jlrs. Sarah B. Putnam with the assistance of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance company, has been of great benefit to a large number of poor people. 
Ttie nurses have done splendid, work, not only in the actual care of the sick, 
but in helping tired mothers and other worn out housekeepers to overcome 
difficulties that seemed insurmountable. 


The report of the work now to be turned over to the ladies of the Hos- 


pital guild gives some indication of what has been accomplished and what 
the possibilities are. The Looks and Canals company made no mistake in 
subscribing $1500 to help the good work along. 


DEFECTIVE VENTILATION 


Doctors and others bear testimony to the sad neglect of ventilation in 


many of the homes of the poor. 
In cold weather especially this is very 


noticeable because some housekeepers endeavor to keep up the heat with 


; as little fuel as possible nnd think that by opening a window they run the 
risk of getting^ cold by admitting cold air. 


It would be. well if doctors who visit such places emphasized the neces- 


sity of ventilation, or of pure air from some source. 
It frequently hap- 


pens that young children are allowed to remain in a stifling atmosphere dur- 
ing the entire day. 
There is no window open and the only relief comes 


from the occasional opening of a door leading to the outer air when tho 
hot air rushes out and the coo! air in. 
' 


Such conditions bring on disease and cause children and older people 


to .take cold more readily than they otherwise would. 
If the board of 


health sent inspectors through the city, especially in the congested districts, 
they would find this evil of had ventilation more prevalent than is generally 
supposed, and they would find it also responsible for a great deal of the 
sickness that prevails in such localities. 


THE NEED OF A CONTAGIOUS HOSPITAL 


The charity .board has again brought up the motter of a contagious 


hospital, and the necessity, of course, is as great as ever. 
It is stated by 


Dr. McCarty, chairman of (lie board, that a hundred and twenty acres of 


land are available as a, site for such a hospital. 
That is n feature that 


should make the undertaking comparatively easy. 
It is difficult to secure 


land for such a purpose, nnd the fact that the city has land admirably 


adapted for the location of a contngious hospital should induce the city 


government to make a beginning as soon as possible. 


Dr. McCarly believes that the sum of $10,000 would bo sufficient to 


make a satisfactory start. 
His idea is, that a comparatively small build- 


ing might be erected ih-st with an opportunity to make additions or to erect 
other buildings of .the same kind later on until ample accommodations 
would be provided to meet any emergency.

We arc behind other cities iu this respect, and it is time tho law which 


requires every city to have such a hospital were complied with. 
Our pest 


house does not fill the bill, nor does it carry out the intont of the law which 
contemplates nn infectious hospital suitable for the onro of patients suf- 
fering from contagious diseases. 
If suoh cases could bo properly lnolalod 


•wo should have less epidemics of typhoid, diphtheria and soarlot fovor. 
Tho fact (lint Him: is no proper plnco in which to isolate the early oases of 


fliORfi diseases OIUIHOH t-lii-ir nprnail throughout tho city and 1« rospouulblo for 
dentils thai, would not otherwise occur.

The temporary foot bridge to be used while the new bridge in Lawrence etreet across Bale's brook is being

It will bo remembered that the mayor sent a communication to the city council a few 
days ago in which be explained the urgent need of the foot bridge, and he recommended that the bridge be biult 
on the westerly s:de of the bridge now in course of construction. The communication was referred to the com- 
mittee on Streets and since then the mayor has taken the matter up with the superintendent of streets and the city 
civil engineer. The mayor, as has already been stated, recommended that the bridge be built on the westerly side 
of the bridge now in process of building, but Mr. Putnam and Mr. Bowers allowed that a path to suit tho snrue 
purpose could be constructed on the opposite side at, less cost. To build the path on the easterly side meant that 
the pedestrians would still have to go through the yard of the Bolt company, where, in bad weather, the walking is 
very bad, indeed. Another objection to the path on tho easterly side was contained in the fact that several steps 
of stairs would be necessary as an approach'to the bridge.

Insane Hospital 


In .1870, the attention of 
the over- 


seers of the poor was called to the ex- 
pediency and necessity of establishing 
another institution at the city larm — a 
hospltnl for the harmless and incur- 
ably insaJie. The average number of 
insane persons belonging to Lowell at 
this time was about 50, or one to.^ach 
thousand oi' population. About one- 
lalf of these were cared for in 
the 


almshouse. and the other half at the 
iospitals In ' Worcester, Taunton 
and 


Northampton. 
The 
money annually 


paid out of the city treasury for the 
support of the insane persons in tho 
state lunatic hospitals would pay" the 
interest 
on tho capital 
reuuired to 


build a city hospital suitable to our lo- 
cal needs, and leave a liberal sum to 
defray the cost of its maintenance, 
notwithstanding one-half of our insane 
are already supported at 
the city 


farm. 


The hospital for the insane "was con- 


tinued until 1004. In 1900 the state 
legislature passed an act to provide for 
the care of the insane by the state 
board of insanity and to establish the 
state colony for the Insane. This act 
went into effect on the first day of 
January, 1904, and during that year all 
the insane were removed from the city 
hospital and the building 
has 
been 
used for general hospital purposes ever 
since. 


In July, 1S51, the overseers of the 


poor adopted a code of rules for the 
sovernment of the almshouse. Article 
7 reads as follows: "The master of the 
almshotise shall be chosen by the over- 
seers of .the poor on or before the first 
Monday in March, annually; and he 
shall enter upon the discharge of his 
duties on the first Monday of the April 
following. 
He 
shall 
have a 
salary 


which shall be in full for his services, 
and the services of the matron, to be 
fixed nt the time of his election. And 
the said master shall also be master of 
the workhouse, and house for the em- 
ployment and instruction 
of truants 


from school and for juvenile 
offend- 
ers." 


Article 19 reads as 
follows: "The 


master may be, at any time, removed 
by the same power by which he is 
chosen." On March 1, 1862, John Frye 
•was elected 
the' first superintendent 


and master of the almshouse at a sal- 
ary of $800 per year for "himself, wife 
and boy." 
Mr. Frye had been • keeper 


of 
tho almshouse for several years 


prior to 1S52.

resignation as master of the almshouse 
to take effect May 1, I860. At the same 
meeting Lorenzo Phelps

Mr. Phelps continued as master until 
1S82. 
when he was .succeeded by Col. 


Albert Finder. Mr. Finder was elected 
eleven consecutive years — from 1882 
until 1892, inclusive. He, in turn, was 
succeeded In 1893 by Conellus E. Col- 
ins, who continued In office until 1S9G, 
when Col. Finder again <'ame in and 
remained In office until 1898.. inclusive.
